London, April 11.— Tho Earl of KImberly 
will lay before tho Houao of Commons an 
olaborato reply to Sonutor Morgan's speech 
la the United States senato on the LSchring 
sea question. Tho reply was prepared by 
Sir Julian Paunoofoto, and 1b an analysis of 
Morgan's statements, showing them, it 
statod, to bo orronoous in facts in 
many particulars, and unjuBfc in thoir con 
oluBions. Tho aubjact is handlod in 
tho form of a report from Sir Julian aa 
to the status of tho negotiations for paying 
the claims of tho masters of Cinadlun seal- 
ors soizod in Bohring sea. It shows that 
Morgau erred in Btating that fictitloua values 
had beon put on somo vessola and cargoes 
seized. It also appears, it is statsd, that 
Morgan's statement that intorost was added 
Is orronoous, as no Interest was added. Tho 
total amount is declared to be merely about 
half the juat and reasonable alH-varjcc, and 
to have been agreed to as a oj.npi-omise, 
against the wishes of the Canadian masters, 
although they dually agreed to a reduction 
of thoir claims. 

The Central News is informed by its 
Varna correspondent that in obedience to 
the Sultan's orders the grand vizier and 
minister of justice, tho interior and foreign 
affairs conferred recently concerning a plan 
of roform for Armenia. - They Bat five hours. 
Tho result of tho conferenco is not known. 
In an editorial tho Standard (Conserva- 
tive) claimB that if the Conservatives in tho 
next goneral elections obtain control of the 
governmont thoy will be justified in electing 
a new spoaker of tho House of Commons. 
The paper declared it haa nothing to say 
against Mr. Gully, but adds that ho has 
been forced upon tho house by the prosaure 
of an extreme faction and occupies tho ohair 
without the real sympathy or the assent of 
tho majority who cleotod him. 

It is reported from Apia, Samoa, that tho 
rebels aro still making preparations for war. 
Thoy aro building boatB, filling cartridges, 
etc.. bub tho daily oxpected renewal of tho 
conflict has not yet ooourred. Thero ia no 
doubb about tho faobthat they have dooidod 
to pay the poll tax only to their own elect- 
ed ohiafa and that any effort to coerce thorn 
will be in sffoot the spark of ignition. No 
ono here bolieves it possible to tide over the 
proscnt strained relations betweon the 
parties, and the only wonder ia that the 
nurrioano season has been permitted to pass 
over without a raid by the rebels on the 
Boat of government. Even private peraons 
among tho foreign residents oannob employ 
govermnonb natives as boatmen in their 
trips up and down tho coast for fear of their 
boing slaughtered. 

Chief Justioe Ide, of Samoa, has dismis- 
sed the notion brought by Gorman Consul 
Blermann against Suioal, governor of Mata- 
utn, for entoriog tho premises of a German 
resident and making a search for arms. His 
Honor found that tho accused bad commit- 
ted a technical broaoh of tho law, but that 
he was justified by the circumstances. 

Advices from Jaluit state that Mataafa 
and other Samoan exiles are in gcod health 
and aro well treated by the Germans. The 
only food planted this past web soman 
haB boon in the robol dlatriota. 

Tho Dally News will say to-morrow in a 
leader on the circular sent out by tho Cana- 
dian copyright sooioty : " If this aBBooia- 
ticn ropreBonts aoouratoly tho views of the 
Canadian people on tho goneral Bubjoct of 
copyright, tho ohancea of a satisfactory set- 
tlement do not at proaont soom vory groat. 
Tho manifesto 1b not conciliatory Nover- 
tholoss wo believe that conoiliation, common 
sense and reBpoot for literary proporty may 
bo trusted to find a settlement eventually." 

It ia roported that Lord Modway will bo 
appointed to tho governorship of Now South 
Wales, which was loft vacanb by tho death 
of Sir Robert. DufT. 

A Caloutta dispatch saya that a Bengal 
appor who was taken prisoner at tho samo 
timo with Lieut. Fowler, but oacapod, ro- 
porta that Mr Robortaon, tho British agent 
who is shut up in tho Chitral fort, mado a 
aortie rocontly, but waa defeated after a 
harp engagement, In which Lieut. Gordon 
and sevoral sappers woro killed. 

Tho captain of the steamship Morrimao, 
whioh arrived hero from hew Orleans to- 
day, reports that on tho 4th inst. ho put his 
chief officer and ten men aboard tho British 
hip Arno, which had boon abandoned at 
soa. They will tako tho vessel to Liver- 
pool. Ho says t!io Arno's orow wero tafton 
off in a storm by tho German steamship 
Mormannia. 

Tho Times correspondent in Hongkong 
ays that Chineao robbora aro plundering in 
Formosa, and several foroignora havo gono 
aBhoro at Tai Wat to help tho ChineBO ofli- 
cers puninh them. 

Tho Central Nowa correspondent in 
Shanghai saye thot during practice firing in 
tho Woo Sung fortB to-day a magazlno ac- 
cidentally exploded. Forty mon wero killed 
and many moro wero iujurod. 

Tho Steamship Harold enterod tho Latoh- 
ford dock of tho Manchester Bhip canal to- 
day at full speed, smashed tho gatoa, passed 
through and droppod sixteen foot into low 
water. Tho gates woigh 300 tons. Ono 
sank and the other hanga across tho look. 
Tho attendants cloned and bound with 
hawBors tho upper gates, thus prevonting 
tho disastor which would havo resulted from 
tho sixteen foot diflerouoo of tho wator 
lovela. Tho Harold was muoh damaged. 

A dispatch from Simla dated noon to-day 
Bays that Col, Kelly and a force of British 
troops which havo boon attompting to roaoh 
Chitral from Gilglb Binoo March 25 havoauo- 
ooedod in crossing tho Spandard pass, and 
wero about GO miles from Chitral 
on April 7. Tho pass is 12,000 
feet high and ia impussablo to 
boasts of burden, consequently the pionoers 
had to carry tho fiold and mounted guns 
during tho last seven miles of tho route 
through deep buow and with tho weather in- 
tensely cold. Tho troops Bufforod In many 
caaos from frost bites. When these advices 
wero forwarded to Simla tho onomy waa in 
poaitlon twenty mlloa from tho force com- 
manded by Col. Kelly and an ongagemonb 
was oxpootod. 

The Timos says : Nicaragua will find it 
loss troublosomo aad cheaper to settle with 
ub forthwith. Her offorts to oxoite tho 



jealousy of America have failed. The jus- 
tice and good sense of Americana havo 
proved too strong. Americans need only to 
hoar our case and demands to acknowledge 
that our oonduot was reasonable and 
juBb, and to admit that our claims were of 
Buoh character that they would themselves 
have made under similar circumstances, 
We have assured the Americans that wo are 
not seeking fresh territory. Our objeob is to 
obtain adequate apology for injury done, 
and payment of compensation whioh we be 
Heve to ba our due." 

The Globe : •* With the other Central 
American republics given to twisting the 
lion's tail, Nicaragua hoped Washington 
would (Uro up in behalf of the Monroo doc 
trine, but President Cleveland, upon inquir- 
ing into the matter, discovered that the 
quarrel did not concern Amorica. It would 
bo intolerable were the Monroe doctrine eo 
wrenched as to cover cuah international 
outrages as that of which Nicaragua hae 
been guilty. Thero is far Iosb disposition 
than formorly in America to take advantage 
of every opportunity to hurl dofianoo at 
England. Sensible Americans rooognizo 
that tho Monroo doctrine, though founded 
on excellent principles, requires to bo on- 
forced with prudonco and discretion."

A POLITICAL LIBEL. 

The Minister of Agriculture Vindlcated-Cora- 
ment8 on the Gravity of the Case. 

Quebec, April 11.— (Special)— Judge An- 
drews rendered judgment to-day in the ac- 
tion for libel of Hon. A. R. Angers against 
Ernest PaoaurJ, proprietor of l'Eleotour, 
condemning defendant to pay $5,000 dam- 
ages and costs of suit. The libel was pub- 
lished In 1893, and charged that Hon. A. R. 
Angers having -used his position as Lieut.- 
Governor to ouat tho Meroior regime 
and bring about tho preferment of his 
political friends, especially Hon. Mr. 
Polletier and Senator Landry in regard to 
the Beauport asylum contract ronewal, re- 
ceived out of this deal 325,000 with whioh 
ho bought his Ottawa residence. Paoand 
waB privuto secrotary to Morcior, and a 
leader of Quoboo Liborals. To-day, after 
a lengthy review of the caso, Judge An- 
drowB dwolt upon tho gravity of the libel 
and the dillioulty of overtaking Buoh a Btory 
with the apology that was afterwards given 
publiolty in tho Bamo paper. It had nolj boen 
proved, bb urged, that the libel waa ponnod by 
a politioal friend who took tho roBponai- 
bility therefor, but in any case tho proprie- 
tor of tho paper must bo hold responsible. 
Hn therefore condomnod Paoaud to pay $5,- 
000 and coeta of tho suit.

Colonial Representation on the Judi- 
cial Committee-Rifle League 
Programme Announced. 

(From Our Own Correspondent.) 

Ottawa, April 11. —A cable message woe 
reooived from the High Commissioner to- 
day stating the possibility that Mr. Ward, 
postmaster-general of Now Zealand, will re- 
turn homo by the Canadian route. In that 
evenb he will visit Ottawa and discuss with 
Sir Maokenzlo Bowell the possibility of a 
preferential trade arrangement betweon the 
two colonies. 

Tho executive of tho Canadian Military 
Riflo League have decided that there shall 
bo four matohea this year, tho same as in 
1894. It will be optional to use either 
Suidor or Martini. The Militia department 
will supply froe ammunition as usual. 

Preparations for the coming sesaion are 
boing pushed apace in the departments. 
It is expeoted that the main estimates wilt 
pasa counoil on Saturday, and that when 
brought down they will show a large reduc- 
tion from those of previous years. Consider- 
able stir was made in tho departments this 
afternoon by the irresponsible newspaper 
statetnont thab there would be no BUtutory 
incroaBes to officers, and that an all round 
reduction of from five to ten per cont. in. 
salaries would be made. Hon. Mr. Foster 
stateB, however, that no suoh proposition 
has been made. 

Tho report of the Indian department 
places tho total Indian population of Canada 
at about 100,500. 

The Newfoundland delegates hope to catch 
the staamer from Halifax on Monday for 
homo. 

Tho Imperial proposal to appoint colonial 
representatives on the judicial oommlttoe 
occaBionB no Burprise here, though curiosity 
exists respecting the details. Three years 
ago tho British government made an offer of 
colonial representation, providing the 
colony nominating a judge paid his salary 
and expenses. The Dominion government 
would nob entertain such a proposal. It the 
salary had to bo voted annually it might 
lead to criticism in parliament and prob- 
ably party strife, and the oonduot of the 
judge might be unjustly oriticleed and his 
motives Impunged, with the result that his 
influence would be weakened. It was felt 
that whoever went from Canada to the judi- 
cial oommittee, whether Sir John Thompson 
or Mr. Blake, he should be removed alto- 
gether from the domain of pf.rty politioa. 
Consequently the Imperial proposal was re- 
jected. 

TEE TORONTO BUDGET. 

Hallway Subsidy Submltted-Woollen Com- 
pany's Failure-Teller Ullllchunp's 
Suicide. 

Toronto, April 11. — (Special)— The cor- 
oner's jury investigating the death of C. 
Spencer Milliohamp, the teller in tho Toron- 
to bank, who shot himself on Saturday, re- 
turhed a verdict last night to the offeob that 
tho deceased came to his death by a revolver 
shot fired by himself while laboring under 
mental distress. 

Isaac Shaffer was arrested yesterday on a 
charge of Betting fire to the premises on 
Fronb street, occupied by the prisoner's son 
and his partner, Rittenbor, the firm carry- 
ing $5,000 insurance on $1,200 stock. The 
prisoner was bookkeeper in the firm. 

The railway aid resolutions brought down 
in tho legislature inolude a grant to the On- 
tario & Rainy River railway, for a diBtance 
not to exoeed forby-five miieB, of |3,000 a 
mile. 

Tho Weston Woollen Manufacturing Co., 
Weston, Oct., have assigned, liabilities 
about $2-10,000. 

THE SCHOOL ISSUE. 

A Liberal Candidate Who Leads Mr. Laurier 
and Asks for Dominion Interference. 

Toronto, April 11.— (Special) -At the 
nominations yoaterday all the candidates 
mado roforenco to tho Manitoba school ques- 
tion. In Haldimand, Hon. Dr. Montague, 
while defending the oourso of tho govern- 
mont, answered tho allegation thab it was 
prompted by a doelre to catah tho Catholic 
vote. Ho aaid : " 1 want you to understand 
that I am not here coaxing for Catholic 
votes. I am not hero appealing to Roman 
Catholics. I havo not dono anything that 
Bhould specially bring thoir gratitudo to me 
hero." 

In VorchoreB, Mr Gooffrlon, tho Liberal 
candlduto, Baid : " It tho government hon- 
oatly comes forward with a law honestly 
framed I will voto for it, perhaps with loss 
roluotanco than somo of tho gontlomen on 
tho other Bido ; but I will not plodgo myaolf 
blindly.

GOOD FRIDAY SERVICES. 

Arrangements for To Day In the Churches of 
tho CUT. 



The whole City Was in II Btato of great) ex 
citementi yesterday morning over a rumor 
that tho steamer Walla Walla, whioh left 
here on Monday for San Francisco, had 
foundered off the Columbia river bar. As 
far bb can bo ascertained the story started 
from Port Townsend and was brought ovor 
by the Rosalie. Then a telegram from 
Whatcom came, to tho effeot that tho U. S. 
revenue cutter Grant had brought the rumor 
of the wreck from Port Townsend, a tug 
from Cape Flattery being oreditod with hav- 
ing reported the story. As the wires botweon 
Vancouver and Seattle wero down, it was 
only by the roundabout way of Winnipeg 
and Chicago that a mensage could bo sent to 
or received from San Franoisoo. Howovor, 
a dispatch from the Bay City was reoeived 
hero in the foronoi u that though tho Walla 
Walla had not arrived sho could hardly bo 
expectod before m.;ht if eho had mot head 
winds and a rouj. 'i passage In the mean- 
time tho frienda bud rolativeB of tho sixty 
Victorians who were passengers on the 
Walla Walla wire in terrible anxiety, 
Tho telegraph cllico was beaiegod 
by anxioiid ones asking for nows, 
and from mouth to mouth the 
rumor Fproad till everyone in tho city 
seomod to know of i"-. Tho wreck of tho 
Pacific ovor twenty yon" ago was recjlled, 
when so miny Viotorim. were drowned. It 
was just euoh a rumor fium tho Sound that 
brought the first news of the shipwreok. 
Strangely enough Prof. Gleason, the 
horse tamer, who was a passen- 
ger on the Walla Walla, narrowly 
escaped from the Pacific disaster. Ho 
was then a member of tho oompany of Rook 
well, a horse trainer who was performing 
here, and by somo acoident was tho only 
member of the combination who did not take 
passage by the ill-fated Pacific It was with 
immense satisfaction that a brief telegram 
from San Franoisoo yesterday afternoon an- 
nonnced that no feara were felt for the 
Bafety of the vessel whioh was not yet due. 

TI1K TROUBLESOME ROCK LOCATED. 

The Dominion steamer Quadn arrived in 
port yesterday evening from Nanaimo where 
tho harbor buoys have beou receiving their 
annual overhauling. On tho way horo the 
Quadra stayed at C ml Inland, Colbourne 
passage, and Captain Wulbran located the 
reef on which the Joan grounded last week. 
Tho reef extends c ff tho nest side of Knapp 
Island for a diatanco uf eighty yards from 
low water mark, and it was on tho end of it 
the Joan grounded, as some of her copper 
was there pickol up yesterday, in about two 
to three feet of water. The reef drios part 
ly at low water. With tho exception of thiB 
short spit extending from the Knapp Island 
shore, the passage batween Knapp and 
Piers islands is a safe one, the least, depth 
being 5i fithoms. 

THE LOSS OF THE " VELOS." 

Colleotor of CustomB A. R. Milne has 
been asked from Ottawa for further infor- 
mation concerning the loss of the Velos. 
Ho has been asked if Captain Anderson was 
certificated to run a steamer, also if the 
Velos ard the barge Pilot were licensed to 
cirry passengers. To these questions the 
oollector immediately forwarded answers to 
the effect that tho captain was duly qualified 
as master ; that the Velos was licensed to 
oarry a certain number of passengers ; but 
that the Pilot had no suoh certificate. It is 
not known yet what course the department 
will take In the matter. 

MARINE NOTES. 

The C.P.N, steamers Danube and Maudo 
leave port on Monday, the former for the 
North and the latter fer the West coast. 
The Danube will take several thourand cases 
of tin, ex ship Aigburtb, now discharging 
cargo at the outer wharf.

KILLED BY FJRE. 



Henry Home Suffocated Wliile Try- 
in? to Escape From His 
Burning- House. 



His 



Dead Body, Charred Beyond 
Recognition, Found in 
tho Kuins. 



By a fire that Btartod in tho bedroom of 
his little three-roomed house on View street 
Henry Home was yesterday morning 
burned to death. 

As Constable Kavanagh was passing the 
corner of Blanchard and View streetB yea 
torday morning at twenty minutes to five 
his attention was attracted by a dense 
column of smoke rifling from 34 View street, 
a small one-story frame house, a little below 
tho Roman Catholio cathedral. He 1m 
mediately ruBhed over, and opening 
the front door, which was unlooked, 
stepped Inside and shouted an alarm In case 
there should be any inmates. As the smoke 
was very thick he could not soo across tho 
room, and, hearing no answer to his shouts, 
he went "to the noarest fire box and turned 
in an alarm. The firemen soon had a couple 
of stroams playing on the fire and got it un 
der control. Before the fire was out, Chiof 
Deasy entered with a lantern and as he was 
passing from tho front room to tho middle 
one ho stepped upon tho doad body of a man 
Tho body lay upon its face the clothing 
entirely burned off tho back, only 
the boots on the feot and 
fow shrods of undorclothing romaining on 
the charred and blackened corpse. Though 
burned beyond recognition it waB ovidont 
that the unfortunate man was Henry Homo, 
a somewhat notorious character well known 
to tho police, and hearing the reputation of 
being deoidedly peculiar. Ho had lived 
here for many yeara and waa known as 
worthless Bort of fellow, his wife having 
taken hor children and gono to live with 
friends in another place as ho had failf <1 to 
provide f,r his family. Only a few weeks 
apo Home, under tho dolusion that ho pos 
aosaed tho authority of a policeman, arrested 
an Indian and took him to tho police station 
and waa for this offence arrostod himsolf. 

An inquesb waB held by tho coronor, Dr. 
Haeoll, yeatcrday afternoon in tho city hall. 
W. G. Stevenson, proprietor of tho Bodega, 
Btatcd that Home was in his saloon at an 
early hour yeBterday morning and had left 
at a quarter to throo. Ho oamo back a fow 
minutes afterwards and got aomo matohes, 
and thon went homo. Ko was apparently 
sober at tho time. George VV. Groig, who 
lived opposito Home's house, Baw tho de- 
ceased Bomowhab under tho influenco cf 
liquor, tho evening biforo, and hoard) him 
aii ging in his hou u n about midnight. 

(Jonutablo Kav«,.ugb and Chiif Doaoy 
gave evidenco as to tho fire, Chief Doaey 
giving it aa bis opinion that the tiro had 
oricinatod close to Horno'a bed. This, from 
tho fact that Homo was a heavy smoker, 
sooma to point to tho tiro starting Irom 
Horno smoking in bed and falling asleep. 
Thon awakened by tho lire, ho was on hia 
way to the door when overpowered b y tho 
smoko and IhmoB. Dr. Larg, who mado the 
poBt mortem, Bhowod that tlioro worn marka 
of burning on tho body both boforo and 
afeor death. From tho condition of tho 
hoart and brain doath had boon caused by 
• uffnoation and shook. 

'J ho jury brought in a vordiot to tho efftefc 
that death had been ciuBod by aulfboation 
and shock through the burning of tho houao, 
but that tho cause of the fire was unknown. 

Tho houBO, which is ono of a row of shacks 
owned by S. C. Smith, was almost totally 
dostroyed, and about $25 of damage waB 
dono to the next door Bhaok, Tho loss iB, 
altogothor, only about $200, and tho insur- 
ance on tho two houses ia $300 In tho British 
American. 

Homo's funeral takes placo this afternoon, 
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37 Government Street, Corner of Broughton.

A BACKWARD OLANOE. 

The beat way to seo how far a country 
has advanced is to look backward. Tho 
progress of oventa is in gonoral ao uniform, 
one day, and oven one year, ia ao much like 
another, that it is difficult to tell at times 
whether a country is going ahead or is 
itandlng still. 

There are always, in every country, croak- 
ers and propheta of ovil who do their beat to 
convince those who listen to thorn that never 
wero times so bad aa the present, and never 
was so little progress made. Suoh an im- 
preasion do theBe wet blankets of aooiety 
m&ke upon many that it is often difficult to 
convince thorn that the country they live in 
is not on the whole going behindhand. It is 
only when the hoalthy-miaded and 
clear-sighted examine tho road over 
which the oountry baa been travelling 
for the last forty yoara or ao that tho pro 
greas which has been made appoara ao oon 
aiderable as to convince the most skeptical 
that great advanceB have been made and 
that the country is in a hopoful condition. 

' Tho Hon. Lorrln Thurston^ Hawaiian Min- 
ister to Washington, has beon taking a look 
backwards to find out wbab progress tho 
countries on the Paoifio coast have beon 
making during tho Uat forty-four years in 
comparison with tho headway which those on 
the eastern eidoof the continent have madein 
the same period. He has given the world the re- 
sult of his survey of the pasb in the April 
number of the North Amorican Review. "The 
Growing Greatness of the Pacifio " is the 
title which he has given his article. His 
text ia a passage from a speeoh made by Sen- 
ator Seward in 1S52. This ia tho sanguine 
Senator's prediction : 

Henceforth European commerce, Euro- 
pean politics, European thought and Euro- 
pean activity, although actually gaining 
force ; and European connections, although 
actually becoming moro intimate, will, 
nevertheless, relatively sink In Importance ; 
while the Paoifio Ocean, its shores, ita 
Islands and the vast region beyond will be- 
come the chief theatre of events in the 
■world's great hereafter. 

Mr. Thurston's obj-ob ia ovidently to 
show that this prophecy ia in the course of 
boing fulfilled. In 1852, when tho predic- 
tion waa mado, thia continent oast of tho 
Mississippi waa almost a terra incognita. 
Tho olvili/.ition and tho business of tho con- 
tinent were nearly all oastof that groat river. 
California waa in those early daya little 
moro than a atring of mining camps, and 
Oregon und Washington wero hardly known 
by namo. As for British Columbia, it wfB 
heard of only by a fow who wore connected 
with tho Hudson's Bay Company. Very 
littlo was known about China, and Japan 
waa almoat utterly unknown to tho olvilizod 
world. Tho trado of tho Paoifio oould be 
then roprosontod by very fow figures, and 
tho Australian colonios woro only beginning 
to be known and talked about. 

Since 1852 California bus grown to bo a 
groat State, Oregon has improved wonder- 
fully and Washington has devolopod into a 
prosperous country. Tho change in British 
Columbia has boon perhaps groator than 
that of the Paoifio Coast S bates. " Its 
population has increased," Mr. Thurston 
anyB, " from a fow traders and Indiana of 
Seward's day to 56,000 in 1881 and 98,000 in 
1891." Thia inoroaso of population haa been 
attended by odvancoa whiah, when wo look 
baok upon thorn, appear to be really wonder- 
ful. Ita trado has incroasod from a very 
small figuro indeed to nearly olovon million 
dollars a jour. Ita mining, fishing, manu- 
facturing and agricultural industries have, 
in a vory short apaco of time, under- 
gone a most extraordinary dovolop. 
ment, and that dovolopment ia still going 
on with oven) incroaacd vigor and 
rapidity. Ib waa only tho other day that 
lines of BtoamshipB wore established botwoon 
British Columbia and China and Japan, and 
botwoon British Columbia and Australasia. 
Tho mining dovolopmenb of tho Kootonay 
country haa boon very groat and promises ia 
the near future to bo greater still. Tho 



agricultural landa of the Provlnoe aro being 
oocupied, and more attention than ever haa 
been paid bo the cultivation of the soil. A 
good beginning has been mado in the de- 
velopment of tho deep sea fishery. Rail way a 
have been and are boing constructed, the 
oountry la being opened up by roada, and 
largo traots of tho wllderneBs have been sur- 
veyed. Although Borne people have been 
croaking and complaining, no part of the 
continent haa gono ahead fastor than British 
Columbia, and in nono is tho prospect more 
cheering, 

" During 1S93," Mr. Thurston saya, 
" British Columbia produced gold, oool, 
lumber and aolmon of a value over $5,000,- 
000 ; imported $5,000,000 and exported 
$5,000,000 worth of morohandiso, and was 
bheporb of rogiabrutionof 246 vessels engaged 
in foreign trade ; and yob its mines of gold 
and coal, its millions of aorca of forest, its 
rich agricultural lands, ita 400,000 square 
miles of territory, larger than all the States 
bordering on tho Atlantio from Maino to 
Florida, have yob scarcely beon touohed. 
What this country will be at tho ond of forty 
years can only bo judged by comparison with 
what has takon place in its Southern neigh- 
bors." 

Tho prospect which tho trade of Asia 
opens for British Columbia Is really magni- 
ficent. China will no doubt In tho near 
fuburo bo moro aocessiblo to commercial en- 
terprise than over it waa. Junau ia a grow- 
ing nation, and Siberia, when ita groat trans- 
contlnontol railway ia oonstruotod, will 
want much that tho people of tho Dominion 
of Canada have to soli. British Columbia is 
so situatod and its facilities for commercial 
intorcoureo are so many and ao groat that it 
aan reasonably expect a largo sharo of the 
Asiatic trado. The countries aouth of tho 
equator will no doubt contributo consider- 
ably to Bwell British Columbia's trade and 
inoroaso ItB Importance as •» maritime pro- 
vince. When all thoso sourcos of prosperity 
are considered and many othora that Mr. 
Thurston notices in hia very valuable 
artiole, wo are not at all ■ aurprlaod 
that ho aoos in a very strong light the grow- 
ing importance of the countries and statos 
bordering tho Pacific. Thero is no doubb 
bub bbab thero ia a glorious future in store 
for British Columbia. Ib poaaoaaea all the 
elements of oommorcial and manufacturing 
greatness, and the present generation and 
those that aro to succeed ib will no doubb 
utilize thoso elements to tho utmost of their 
capacity for their own advantago as well 
aa for tho groatnesa and tho proaperlty of 
their country. It can be aeon oloarly now 
that the pioneora of this Province and of the 
Coast generally, although many of them did 
not seom to realize it, have beon engaged In 
building up a mognificent country. They 
worked better than they knew. Let those 
who aro golDg on with what they commenc- 
ed try to realize the greatnoaa of tho destiny 
of their country and work with the certain- 
ty that their labor will produce the moab 
beneficonb roaulta for them and for their 
children. 



SOME TALL TALK. 

It takes very little Indeed to sot come of 
our American neighbors on their high horso. 
They seem to think that tho miaaiou of the 
Great Republic is to protect all tho littlo 
republics of the North and tho South, no mat- 
ter what tholr character may bo and how 
littlo they may doBervo protection. 

Great Britain has a boundary dispute 
with Vonozuela. She ha«> offered to submit 
her claims to arbitration, but tho Venezue- 
lans ignored her offer. She now propoaoa to 
assert hor claim vigorously and to uso force 
if force becomeB necessary. Tho prospect of 
a " 'tarnal Britisher " profaning with his 
foot a country that c»11b itsolf a republio 
sots jingo American journalists wild. Vono- 
zuela is nothing bo them, and tho Venezue- 
lans don't caro a hill of beans about tho re- 
public of tho United States, yet when Great 
Britain hoa a disputo with Vonezuola 
those Americana are bound to do all 
in their power to compel tholr Gov- 
ernment to interfore. This is what 
so moderate u paper as tho New York Advor- 
tiBer euyB about tho action which tho United 
States muBt take if Groat Britain attompts 
to uso force to bring tho Vouezuolans to a 
proper senso of their obligations : 

If Groat Britain gooa tho length of landing 
troops on American soil, as aho has cot hesi- 
tated to do on African, wo must rotuliuto. 
Actual and suffiolonb roinforcemonta of* Ven- 
ezuelan troops by Unltod States soldiers 
muBt bo aent down and preparations must 
bo mado for an attack on Canada. Theao 
oocm to bo inovltablo conar quoncos of tho 
British programmo if Lord Klmborly insists 
on adhoring to ib. 

It is roaHonable to aflBumo that our invet- 
erate foo haB woll considered tho subject und 
is prepared for tho inevitublo result of her 
policy, but ib ia not oasy to understand hor 
motlvo In riBking bo much for suoh an appar- 
ently insignificant stake. A fow acroa 
moro or leaa and a poaaiblo gold 
mine or two in Venezuela cannot ao- 
oount for hor doliborato aot of aggression. 
It is probable that tho subject has boon can- 
vaeeed throughout Europe with a vlow to 
tho ubrogatlon of tho Monroo doctrine in 
order that tho key of tho futuro Nloaragua 
canal ahall nob bo intruatcd to this Republic 
for aafo keoping. Tho faot that Franco und 
Gormany, both groab manufacturing powers, 
with intorosta scattorod through tho world, 
aro roprosontod in Venezuelan waters simul- 
taneously with Groat Britain, Ib not a moro 
coinoidonco. Europo ia proparing to fight 
for tho control if the now waterway, ond tho 
lirat atop ia to deny our right of jurisdiction 
on thia oontinonb beyond tho Canadian and 
Mexicun borders. 

Uudor thoso ciroumatanoes wo may aa well 
prepare for military and naval oporatioKS of 
no small dimonaions. Wo cannot afford lo 
back down or oven arbitrate tho position wo 
havo takon. 

Wo wondor if tho Advortisor has aat down 
to count tho ooBt of euoh an intorforenco as 
Ib inaiats upon ! Tho wholo of Vonozuola is 
nob worth tho oxponso which tho Unltod 
Stutoa would havo to inour to proparo for 
war and tho loss that Bhe would cortainiy 
auffor In a six months' fight with Groat 
Britain in a quarrel which is In no sonso her 
own. Tho utter folly of Buoh a courao as 
tho Advortisor advioes must 'bo plain to 



every man of sense in the United States. 
What can bo moro absurd than to speak of 
Great Britain as the " inveterate foe " of the 
United States? England haa beon the best 
friend and the best customer that tho Uni- 
ted Statoa has had for tho last half century. 
England has, by her liberal trado policy and 
by the investments which her aapitallata 
have made, helped vory materially to 
build up the United States, and uppoaranoes 
are very deoeptivo if that country dooa not 
want hor help now as badly aa ever lb 
did. What ia tho good of tho AdvertiBor's 
ball talk ? The United States will nob go to 
war with England aboub Venozuela. Tho 
Amorloana have too muoh good eenso, to fight 
with Great Britain in suoh a cuubo, and Ven- 
ezuela, lock, stook and barrol, is nob worth 
tho hundrodth part of tho Buorlfioe thab muBb 
bo mado. 



THA T DOCTRINE. 

Ae bo muoh is just now said und writton 
about tho Monroo Dootrino it may be woll to 
reproduco tho part of President Monroo'a 
Message which now gooa by that name. The 
Meaaago was submitted to Congress on the 
oeoond day of Deoember, 182,'i ; ib ia there- 
fore nearly sovonty-two years old. Hero 
lb is : 

Wo owo it to candor and to the amicable 
relations existing botwoon tho United States 
and tho Allied Powers to declare that we 
should conBidor any attempt on thoir part 
to extend thoir system to any portion of this 
hemisphere as dangerous to our poaco and 
aafoty. With tho existing colonies or do- 
pendencies of any European Power wo havo 
not interfered, und shall not intorfore ; but 
with tho governments which havo deolared 
thoir independence and maintained ib, and 
whoso independence wo havo, on groat con- 
sideration and just principles, acknowledged, 
wo could not vlow an interposition for op- 
pressing them, or controlling in any other 
manner their doatiuy, by any European 
Power, in any other light than us a mani- 
festation of an unfriendly dispoaltlon toward 
the United States. 

This ia tho passage of u President's Mes- 
sage whioh editors and politicians interprot 
so very freoly as to give the United States 
authority to intorfore between any ropublio 
of either North or South America and any 
European power in a disputo relative to the 
payment of a debt or tho adjustment of a 
boundary lino. 



BRITISH PROTECTIONISTS. 

Tho Opposition in this Province havo 
boon continually asserting that there aro no 
protectionists to apeak of In Great Britain. 
They havo also tried to create the impres- 
sion that the agricultural distress in the 
oountry haa boon groatly exaggerated by tho 
Conservatives of the Dominion for party 
purposes. The evidence that tho Canadian 
freo traders are wrong in both contentions ia 
ovorwholming. Ib Is to be found in almost 
every English newspaper that one opons. 
Id the American-European Nowe-Lotter, 
which wo oponod accidentally a day or two 
ago, almost the first paragraph that at- 
tracted our attention commencod as fol- 
lows : 

" A largo number of agriculturists havo 
changed thoir idous during tho past two 
years as to tho desirability of Protection, 
and many farmers who woro bofore freo 
traders in thoir opinions would now liko tho 
British Government to do what the Spanish 
Minister of Finance declares bis Govern- 
ment aro doing — namoly, considering u do- 
finite arrangement regarding tho protection 
of ceroals." 

A valued contributor has acnt us tho fol- 
lowing extract from tho Pall Mall Gazette : 

How Is it that tho avorago Englishman 
aoems to profor thab hia butter, hia egga and 
hia fruib ahould como from abroad '.' Mr. 
Sutton road a papor bofore tho Farmers' 
Club yostorday, In which ho showed that 
laat year wo imported £142,122,720 worth 
of such goodi, although if wo had choaen an 
hundred millions worth might havo beon 
grown in England. \'ot during tho laat 
thirty yearn moro than throo and a half mil- 
lion aores of arablo land havo boon turned 
down to graeB in England alono, and thia 
moans a dead annual loss to tho farmer of 
some six million pounds. Mr. Sutton boob 
no hope bub in Protootion, or in a war which 
will force ub to grow our own food, or in a 
largo diBccvery of gold. 

Perhaps the lust is the surest hope ; ib is 
not bo generally rocognizod as it should bo, 
that, tho proaperlty which followed tho ro- 
poal of tho corn laws waa duo lo tho Aus- 
tralian and Californian dieoovorios of gold 
almost aa much us to Freo Trado. But 
though the Rand and Coolgardio may do a 
little far English agriculture tho fact remains 
that it must dwindle and decay unless tho 
farmora look after bhe small produce — tho 
butter, tho eggs and the fruit.

USE OP DRY GOODS. 



An Increased Consumption Now aa Com- 
pared With Former Year** 

It should boromombored that 60 yeara 
ago tho markot for dry goods, taking 
tho ■words ia a largo sonso, was much 
loss oxtonsivo than at present. A groat 
deal of linen, cotton and woolen oloth 
was made in families, and men's cloth- 
ing wqb largoly prepared by domestic 
seamstresses. Homospnn was still mnoh 
■worn. Mon and boys who woro not af- 
flicted with rheumatism did not wear 
undershirts and drawers, and tho corre- 
sponding garmonts were not nsod by tho 
othor bos till after 1825. 

Carpots wore unknown among tho 
poor 80 years ago, oven in the rnstio 
form of those mado of rags. It was aft- 
er this dato that a parishioner of Dr. 
Lyman Beechor, seeing a neat and gay 
rag carpot in tho pastor's houso, in- 
quired solemnly if ho thought ho could 
havo all this and hoavon too. Ingrain 
and brussols camo into uso among tho 
middlo and lower classes in oities about 
1830 and in tho country 10 or 15 years 
later. Cotton goods wero very doar in 
1820, but havo steadily boon sinking 
ovor sinco as tho facilitios of manufac- 
ture havo improved. 

Ready mado clothing 00 yoars after 
tho Declaration of Independence was 
only to bo found in seaports or in thoso 
places whoro there was likoly to bo at 
any time an influx of backwoodsmen, 
boatmen or minors. Tho storos woro 
then familiarly known as "slopshops," 
and tho garments mado vory littlo pro- 
tonso to fitting. Countless variotits of 
cloth and a multitude of accessories in 
tho dry goods trade havo como up with- 
in tho half century. Before that tho 
supply was scanty. Mon and women in 
society in Joft'erson's timo woro woll 
dressod. Thoir volvots, thoir laoo, thoir 
satins and thoir glovos would compare 
with thoso of today or woro evon finer, 
but tho groat mass of tho pooplo had 
fow variotios of material to chooso from 
and mado no protoiiKo of following tho 
fashions. They could not. — Now York 
Prico Current.

FIVE IN IRONS. 

Seamen Refuse Duty on the Bark "llelrose" 
—Ono of the Crew Lost Ashore. 

The Amerloan bark Melrose, loaded with 
timber from Cowiohan and destined for 
Santa Rosalia, Mexico, was to have sailed 
from Esquimalb harbor yosterday. Fivo of 
tho crew, however, book ib into their heads 
that they preforrod to atop in Viotoria. 
They had no complaint, thoy simply wanted 
to bo paid off. Tho asptain remonstrated, 
and finally applied to tho provinoial police 
for holp. Sergoanb Langloy and con- 
stable Hooeon wont aboard, and 
bhe men sullenly rofusod to go baok to duty, 
bub acknowledged they had no complaint to 
make of either captain or ship, the result 
waa, that in approved nautical atylo, thoy 
were " clapped in irons." This had a bene 
ficial effocb on three of them, who decided 
that work was decidedly to bo proforred 
Tho two others will probably givo in to tho 
inevitable toon, aa tho bark sails this morn 
iag Anothersoamanfromthesame voBBelhad 
failed to report aboard ship last night. Ho 
gob an advanoo from Capt. Potorson yoster 
day and started up town to get somo clothes, 
He bought tho clobhos all righb and sot his 
coureo for Eiquimalb lato in tho afternoon 
with u big bundle under his arm. Ho prob 
obly made too many stoppages at tho soa 
men'e havona on the way os ho was roportod 
lost with all aboard. The Molroso will nob 
await his arrival if ho has failed to turn up 
beforo morning. 

CHIEF JUSTICE DAVIE. 

Ho Returns From Ills Visit to Ottawa and 
tho Kast. 

Chief Justico Davio, who for several 
weeko past has beon visiting Ottawa and 
other oitioa in tho East, roturnod homo laat 
night. With tho excoption of arranging 
with tho government ub Ottawa for a eottlo- 
monb with the provinco of British Columbia 
of the quoetlona in dispute about tho land 
in tho railway belb, tho Chief Justico'a visit 
waa mostly tuken up with bia private busi- 
ness. 

" Of course you will understand," ho said 
laat night, speaking of hia trip, " in my 
present position I have put politics alto- 
gethor aside. It was only bocauao theso 
land disputes had arisen and beon tho sub- 
ject of negotiations during my connection 
with tho government of tho province that I 
considered it my duty to bring thorn to a 
close." Tho oonditiona of aettlemonb havo 
already hoen fully given in tho press re 
ports, bo that there Ib no need of my repeat- 
ing thorn. Tho only thing thab remains to 
bring them into forco is to havo thorn rati 
fied by tho province." 

During bis Eastorn trip tho Chief Jus. 
tico, besides hia stay in Ottawa, visited 
Montreal, Toronto and one or two other 
places. 

MR. WILSON'S LETTER. 



To the Editor : — Having myBelf attend- 
ed tho rooent quarterly meeting of the 
Board of Trade and hoard what was thero 
said on Mr. William Wllaon's remark- 
able " British Paoifio resolution," I — 
no doubt liko many others— wbb almoBt 
petrified with astonishment on reading the 
lettor appearing over Mr. Wilson'B signa- 
ture in the Times of last evening. For 
my part, and I am nob alono by any means, 
I certainly did not hear either Mr. Earle or 
Mr. Prior use tho language imputed to him 
in the TlmeB 1 report. I am auro thab 
neither gontleman roforred to the British 
Faiifio Bchome or company aa a "bogus 
sS.ir" — directly or indireotly. Ib would 
havo beon tho extreme of nonsense for them 
S3 to do, and, if they had, no doubt others 
tian tho Times reporter (whom Mr. Wilson 
quotes, though he does not aBsume the re- 
sponsibility of vouching for tho report) 
would have noted the remarkable expres- 
sion of opinion. I will go so far 
to say thab tho language report- 
ed to havo been used by Messrs. 
Eirlo and Prior was not uttered by thom at 
all, in word or in sense ; and I havo no doubt 
that had Mr. Earle or Mr. Prior observed 
the, to me almost unrecognizabto, report of 
their remarks beforo leaving for Ottawa ib 
would have had prompb contradiction. 

Tho goneral imprcasion of tho meeting 
whon Mr. Wilton'a resolution waa 
introduced was, as Mr. Gruy express- 
ed it, thab Mr. Wilson waB endeavor- 
ing to perpetrate one of his pondor- 
ouh jokes, bub had not considered that 
ib mlghb result disadvantageously to British 
Columbia and Victoria. This viow of the 
matter was, I believe, ahared by Messrs. 
E irlo and Prior, for thoy oouid nob beliovo 
that Mr. Wilson would confess himsolf so 
deficient in ordinary business sonso aa to 
ask the hoard to urge upon parliament the 
granting of a guarantee bofore tho railway 
company nought or required it. Nor, in 
my opinion, did tho majority of thoso present 
imagine Mr. Wilson to be bo ignorant of tho 
canonB of good tuato und so barren of pro- 
vincial patriotism aB to endeavor to 
induce tho board to intrude upon tho pri- 
vate preliminary operations of tho railway 
company, with tho only possible objeob of 
hampering tho company and delaying tho 
construction of tho railway which all true- 
hearted British Columbiana desire to boo an 
uc'ual reality as soon aa possible 

Tho stand taken by MeBBrs. Earle and 
Prior wus simplicity itself and requires lit tlo 
Bpaco for its defiuition. Thoy said thab whilo 
ready to give Mr, Wihon crodib for good 
intention, tho British Pacifio promoters hud 
not yob auflielently matured their projoot 
to approach tho Dominion houso for ub- 
eiatauce ; that when they wero roady 
to uok ib would certainly bo 
timo enough for tho board to 
support the npplicublon ; and thab tho re- 
cord of tho past showed that there iB no roa- 
oon to bolievo thab tho Dominion govern- 
ment would refuso any rersonablo requiat 
for aid whioh, whon tho proper timo comes, 
may bo mado, It would, thoy Baid, bo fool- 
ish for tho board to move in advance of tho 
parties moot lutorestod. Thia in cortainly

Incidents of Their Arrival at the 
Henceforth Historic Towu of 
Shinionoseki. 

A War Correspondent's Impression of 
Venerable Li Hudr Chausr and 
His MaRuetlc Son.

vitally Interesting ■',60,000,000 of people— 

be arrived at here, this little town of 30,000 
inhabitants 'Will be made famous and the 
" peace of Shlmonoeckl " will pass into his- 
tory. Being in Hiroshima, the present Boat 
of the Imperial government, I ran down hero 
by steamer on Sunday last to catch a glimpse 
of the peace plenipotentiaries. I arrived at 
daylight on Monday morning. Tboro is 
about this spot a wondrous suggestion of 
old Stamboul end the Bosphorus. Thostralb 
here is aboub a mllo wide. The lapis lazuli 
shade of water ; tho soft, blue haze on tho 
little mountains which on each side sweep 
gracefully down, tho shipping, tho Bampans 

eo like tho Oiiquo of the Turk — loaded 

with womon in bright colors — -all recall 
tho Bosphorus. Tbo sharp, dark volcanio 
range bohind Shimonoseki is ombolllBhed 
with gray tombstonoB and on every jutty 
perches a temple, a shrine, or a pretty mod- 
ern villa. The town ia two milts long, and, 
with the exception of ono Bpot, only about 
ono hundred feet wide. Mcji, the little 
town acroBB the Btrait— tho Scutari of the 
tableau— iB an important shipping port and 
at present a vast depot for army supplies. 
There is no hotel in Shimonoseki, no foreign 
bhops, and the foreigner is still an object of 
wonderment to children. 

I found the town agog. Tho coming of the 
Chinese ambassador had filled the populaco 
with suoh expectancy as tho advent of the 
circus oreates in ono of our villages. The 
police were patrolling the water front in 
sampans, examining passports and turning 
back hundreds of Japanese who could 
give no good account of themselves. 
Little houses for tho police and gendarmoB 
had been ereoted at all important points and 
the government was showing in overy de- 
partment a keen aeneo of its responsibility 
in connection with the distinguished Chin 
ese envoy. The polioo iu tho station oppo- 
site the little malodorous toa-houso in which 
I lodged, finding that they could not keep 
me oub of the town, determined to Bend 
away my native courier, but an appeal to a 
representative of tho foreign office saved 
him. 

Aboub 9 o'clock a.m. two handsome 
steatnahips,one oirrying the flag of the Vice- 
roy Li and the other the flag of China at the 
fore, and both displaying the German flag 
at the stern, came alowly steaming through 
the narrow gate which opens into Shimono- 
seki straits. These vessel*, belonging to a 
Chinese trading company, had been trans 
f erred to the Germans lb the' outbreak of 
the war for safety. It had been quite a 
while since the yellow colors of China had 
gleamed against the blue waters of this lo- 
cality, and at the speotacle everybody whom 
the police could not beat baok, flocked to 
the water side. The steamers, carrying to 
some extent tho fote of the ChineBO empire, 
dropped anchor on tho Moji side and soon a 
deapatoh boat with some officials on board, 
went off to them. Antioipating the landing 
of Li Hung Chang every citizen in the town 
prepared for the eight and every house 
emptied ita living contents into tho narrow 
streets. The Frenchy-looking cavalrymen 
and the funny littlo policemen thumped and 
hammored, and the people pushed and 
trampled eaoh other and jeered and joked 
in the good old way. The manner in which 
the sworded policemen foughb the crowds 
suggested the idea that Captain WilllaaiB, 
while locating hiB mythical town lots out 
hore, bad paused long enough to teach hia 
masterful orb. 

Bub LI Hung Chang did not leavo hia 
ship. Our Mr. John W. Foster, white- 
haired and bearded, and wearing an air of 
benignity which beoometh an apostle of 
peace, came off in tho afternoon and took a 
look at the pretty littlo modern frame house 
on tho highest point in tho town, which had 
been aeBigned to him, but this did not quite 
satisfy tho gaping populace, keyed up to tho 
Chinese object poinb. 

Speaking of Mr. Fostor's charming villa- 
known as Koyokau— at tho top of a flight of 
a hundred stone atepa, it should be aaid 
that tho Japanese officials have behaved 
most kindly to theBO visitors. They fur 
nished up and gavo to them the only modern 
houaes In the place, quartered tho vicoroy 
and his retinue in thu old Buddhist temple, 
known as the Insotsu-Ji, while Count Ito, 
Viscount Mutsu and their secretaries aro 
lodged in plain littlo houses in humble quar- 
ters of tho town. In this their Kmperor sets 
them a good example, for ho is living in 
Hiroshima in a plain houee, tho furnishings 
of which would do no credit to tho average 
Now York workman. Ho ia semi-campaign- 
ing with his troops upon tho theory sot up 
by Napoleon's eoldiorB who sang on their 
way to Moscow : " Whoro can a fathor 
hotter bo than in tho midst of hia family." 

'* On tho afternoon of tho '20. h, Li Hung 
Chang camo ashoro to moot tho Japanese 
plenipotentiaries. Ho waB carried from 
the landing place to tho Shim- 
pan-Ro tea house, whero tho conference 
will bo hold in a gorgeoua palanquin. Several 
thousand pooplo woro gathcrod about the 
landing placo but thoy wero very ordorly. 
Tho meeting waa a brief ono and tho Vico- 
roy soon roturned to his ship. Only tho 
plenipotentiaries and their secretaries attend 
the conforenco. Tho buBincBS Is carried on 
in English and is interpreted to Li Hung 
Chang, who epcaka no word of English. On 
tho morning of tho 20ch Li Hung Chang left 
his ship and took up hia abode in tho templo. 
I was near tho entranco when ho camo, and 
I had a good viow of him when ho onlcrod. 
Ho alighted from hia chair with alacrity, 
walked erectly and withoub formality into 
hia new homo. No man of his stature evor 
carried 7.'! years with moro easo. His on- 
tourugo, I observed, was handsome and 
gorgeous. Ho seemed to havo brought from 
China tho beet typea of Chinumon ho could 
lay hia hands on. Hia adopted son, who in 
known as L jrd Li und who is about -10 years 
of age, impressed mo as ono of tho handsom- 
est mon I had ovor soon in Asiatia garb. I 
Bubstquontly met him, and I found him 
nibble, bright and aH jolly in hia mood aa if 
China had whipped Japan and ho had coino 
over to collect tho hill thorofor. Ho spoko 
English almost without foreign aocont. 

On tho 20ch I had u talk with Mr. Foster, 
who, os Is woll known, had dono all ho could 
to bring tho war to an end, and who has 
beon for aomo montha a closo and oonfiden. 
tial advisor of Li Hung Chang. Ho said, 
and in this I know that ha spoke tho poaao 
sentiments of tho Vlooroy : 

'* This war did not havo tho sanction of 
Li Hung Chang. Ho foresaw it sovoral 
yoars ago and informed tho Emporor that it 
was inevitable and that China waa in no 
sense prepared. Ho bogged for money to 
put China on a thorough war footing, but

The demands of tho Japanoao muBt 
nob bo exorbitant, though. Sho will nob 
pay ono tael more than Bhe is oblo to pay 
promptly and withoub constraint. She would 
be willing to Indemnify Japan to tho extent 
of paying all hor war oxpenBea. Sho will 
nob accepb oppressive or humiliating torms. 

I said that I had nob beard a loss sum 
than 400,000,000 yon mentioned aa the 
money Indemnity. 

" That would bo groatly in oxooan of tho 
war cost," said Mr. Foster. " The viceroy 
has full and comploto powers and he oan 
bring things to z ccnolusion here. He went 
to Peking and had three special interviowB 
with tho Emperor and tho Empress Dow- 
ager. Ho would not come hero without ub 
solute authority and assuranoea that hiB 
eaoii ?es at homo could nob stab him whon 
his buck was turned. He is willing 
to make sacrifices, bub ho fears that Jap 
an's dispoaltion is groody. I havo groat 
faith in tho ability of his son, Lord 
Li, to bring about an understanding. He is 
a auavo, magnetic poreon. Ab ministor to 
Japan he studied tho Japanoao somo years 
ago. Ho speaks their language and I think 
thoy like him. If wo roach no conolusion 
hore, tho war will simply go on intormin 
ably. China has boon seriously hurt and 
she caunob offor muoh resistance. To in- 
vado her now and ravage hor vast territory 
will bo only to forco back tho groat, inort 
population and begot widespread misery. In 
tho end nothing more will be gained by 
Japan than if Bho had beaten back tho wavos 
^of tho sea. China's doodlieat wounds will 
heal, and as a nation Bho may bo said to bo 
indestructible. Such a war as Japan will 
carry on if negotiations fail hore will be ox- 
pensive. W horo oan Bhe geb tho monoy to 
Buatain herself if tho war ia to bo ono of 
vongeanco, and sho Bocke only to conquer 
the unconquerable I China will look to tho 
interference of tho powers should tho war 
bocomo ono of butchery. 

'•What ia tho aontimonb of the Vioeroy 
touching tho surrender of territory?" I 
asked. 

" The Viceroy comos here," Bald Mr 
Foster, " in tho kindliosb apirib. This will 
bo the last greab official aob of his llfo— tho 
groatesb lifo that China hoe known in ogea. 
1 suppose tho JopaneBo will want to retain 
Potb Arthur. Li Hung Chang will sacrifice 
much, for ho ia onxious to terminate tho war. 
Hia powors ore Imperial." 

I inferred from thia response that tho 
Viceroy would pay Japan handsomely, that 
he would givo up Port Arthur au pis aller 
and break on tho question of Formosa. 

But we all know how M. Julos Favre, 
whon he went forth to make the treaty with 
Germany in 1871, declared that not a 
French fortlfioatlon nor on inch of French 
terrl ory would bo surrendered. And Wf 
know how he camo back shorn. Apropos of 
Mr. Foster's remarka about Li Hung 
Ctang'a objection to the war, it must bo 
Baid he had tho handling of tho entire 
Korean question out of whioh tho war 
grew. Could ho nob have prevented it, or 
could he nob by diplomatio dlaeomhllng 
have postponed it, dcapito Japan's eager- 
nesB '.' He had also full control of the creat 
Ping Yang squadron and the 30,000 Euro- 
pean drilled soldiers around Tientsin. 
What rooord did he make with them 1 

Through the courtesy of Mr. Foster I waB 
presented to Li Hung Chang thiB morning 
Ho agreed to receive mo with the under 
standing that ho could not bo expected, as a 
peace ambassador, to discuBS tbo war. Mr. 
Foster accompanied me, and as wo walked 
to tho Vioeroy'a rcsidonce, which site at tho 
foot of tho eminence upon which Mr. Fob 
ter's house atandB, I could not holp think 
ing of tho onco greab man — his country 
crushed and bleeding, coming to sue for 
mercy, Bitting amid his ancient Buddhlatio 
surroundings — in tho language of Richelieu 
to hiB king : "Forjustico, sire, all places a 
temple and all soaBons Bummer." Ab wo ap 
proaohed tho old temple, tho morning being 
dellciously bright and elevating, wo found a 
number of Chinoao gentlemon strolling 
about undor the great umbragcouB pinoa ot 
tho front garden, where tho Japaneso 
kurumaya waited with their littlo car- 
riagea to Borvo them and whero the 
police from tho improvised station ab the 
entranco kopt back tho crowds of curiouB 
ohildren. It could not be said of theso 
Mongol courtiers as cf the " poor exile of 
Erin," that they sighed for their country. 



THAT HACK STAflD. 

Hackraen's DeleeateB Ask That the Stand Ba 
Not Moved From Government 
Street. 

Tho hackmcn'a delegates and tho city 
counoil had a oonferenco on tho hack quoB- 
tlon yoBtertluy afternoon. All tho counoil 
exoepc Aid. Wilson wove prosont, tho hack 
mon being represented by Messrs. A. Hod 
doraon, R. Bray, John Bartlebt, Charlos 
Minoklor, Clarke Mireton and J. A. Mo- 
Dowoll, seorotary of the meotlng of hack- 
men held tho night before. 

Mayor Teoguo in introducing tho (Ubjoot 
said that as it waa apparently tho general 
opinion of citizens that the. hack stand 
should be moved from Government street, 
tho city oouncil desired to got tho opinions 
ot both sides, and bo had invitod tho baok 
men to givo their views. 

" What is tho charge against the b>«)k 
men ? " was asked by Mr. Bartletb. 

Tho Mayor repllod that thero were bo 
charges, but tho pooplo complainod that 
thero waa not room on Governn ent street 
for tho stand and that it waB a i.uiaanco, 
particularly in tho summer months. 

In reply Mr. Bartlott maintained that 
th=tro was no offonsivo Bmcll sinco tho stroets 
h.d beouproperlyoloaned. Thohrjokmcurmld 
a special tax of $G a year and Bhould havo 
some consideration shown them. Govern- 
ment Btroob was tho best stroot for tho haok 
buBinosB and to move the hacks to streots 
whero thoro waa no trullio would in a meas- 
ure, at least, doprive them of thoir liveli- 
hood. However, it they woro to bo moved 
they should be piaoed on tho nearoat atroots. 
Somo of tho cries against haokmon woro duo 
to spito. Ho was euro there was plenty of 
Bpaco for tho huoks whoro thoy now are. 

Mr. Henderson did not think there was 
any very strong feeling against tho hacks 
standing on Government atreot. Ho eug- 
gosted that if tho counoil thought tho 
streets were too crowded tho hacks might 
bo placed further npart. He took tho oamo 
view ub Mr. BartletC, thab since the BtreotB 
hod been kopt clean tho stand was not ob- 
jectionable. 

Other members of tho deputation spoko in 
a similar strain, and Mr. Henderson thought 
the council should wait for a petition from 
citizens before taking action. 

Aid. Maomillan explained that tho meet- 
ing was not to settle the question but only 
to hoar what tho haokmon had to Bay. The 
deputation having oxproBscd thoir viewB 
rotired.

I think no person having tho lovo of 
humanity at hoarfc could hJamo tho 
woman whoso soul longs for an unat- 
tainable bonuot. Just think what it 
must moan to a woman, who, just bo- 
oauso sho is a woman, lovos all beauti- 
ful tilings, to sco such bonnots and hats 
as aro displayed in tho windows and 
know that .sho cannot buy oven one. Sho 
sees a dainty dream of beauty and men-

tally sets that abovo her curls, and im- 
agines hersolf in it, but roality shows 
hor hor pinched faco under tho shabby 
thing of two soasous ago. It is cruel, 
and I wish somo one would start a soci- 
oty to provide womon with spring bon- 
nets freo of cost, or at least at a prico 
making ona a possibility. Tho bonnots 
aro so littlo and tho trimming is so 
small that it takes a new kind of arith- 
metic to find out how tho prico can bo 
so largo for so small an articlo. Ton to 
$75 is tho cost of a mi to of abonnot, tho 
prico largoly depending upon whore it 
is bought. If on Sixth avonuo or Four- 
teenth stroot, where competition is 
sharp, a bonnet sells at its minimum. 
If it is bought at ouo of tho somiprivato 
swoll houses up town on Fifth avenuo 
or Broadway tho maximum is reachod. 

Today and yesterday and tho day bo- 
foro I gave up entirely to bonnots, and 
my eyes aro dazzlod with their bounties. 
Thero aro lovoly wido brimmed flats in 
leghorn and fmo French chip. Thoso 
will run a close race with tho sunburnt 
rough straws. Theso havo tho brims 
turned np on ono sido, and nearly all of 
tho hats havo tho crowns in thoboof eat- 
er shape — that is to say, tho upper part 
is larger around than tho lowor. Thero 
are somo "sunburnt"stra\vs, with fluted 
bordors of laco straw. I saw somo of 
theso in black also. They aro very light 
and appear becoming. Tho soft flats aro 
turned up at both sides and bent down 
in front and havo masses of flowers on 
each sido. Ono very olegant one had 
quantities of pink oloandors and thoir 
foliago on each side, drooping down 
quito low over tho hair. In tho front 
thoro were two crashed bows of volvot, 
ono cherry color and ono white. Tho 
hat was of gray chip. 

Tho sailor shape for young puoplo is 
still a favorito. and thero is a great va- 
rioty of straws with brims generally re- 
calling tho sailor form, but yot each 
showing some slight difference. 

In bonnets tho variety is even greater. 
Tho straw shapes aro no larger than 
doll hats, and tho crowns aro often of 
the most pronounced beef eater form. To 
thoso aro affixed tho trimmings. Thoso 
may bo flowers in springtimo abun- 
dance, or they may bo ribbon, feathors, 
volvot or laco with spangles. Spanglos, 
by tho way, aro seen everywhero. The 
most usual maimer of using thorn is to 
sow them to net foundations, in tho 
form of butterflies, humming birds' 
wings, dragon flies or such fancies. 
Theso aro spread out widely and rather 
low than high. Osprey aigrots aro am- 
ployed to add lightness and feathory 
graco to almost all bonnets. Tho span- 
glos aro in jet and metallic and enamel 
colors, somo of them being very bril- 
liant and all beautiful. 

Ono lovoly bonnet was of rough sun- 
burnt straw with a puffed drapory of 
coral velvet in front and around tho 
odgos. On each side there wore two but- 
terfly wings of white net covorod with 
burnished copper spangles. Abovo theso 
stood two black aigrots with black jot 
frosting cm them. Tho whole bonnet

was a model. Such a bonuot could ba 
worn with equal propriety by a young 
or an old woman. Tho old ono would 
probably add strings. 

Today I Raw somo very pretty first 
communion dresses, and as it will not bo 
long from now until tho day when tho 
stroots will bo full of sweet young girls 
walking along with solomn steps and 
downcast eyes I will toll of a few that 
mothers may make up during those 
peaceful days. Tho Episcopal church 
ceremony of confirmation does not allow 
of a veil, but. the Roman Catholio ono 
docs. The sisters of thouoarost convent 
nrovide the wroaths and veils at i\ fair 



'cost, and it is said to bo obligatory for 
paronts to buy tho wroath and veil of 
thom for tho young communicants. 
Thoso veils aro of tullo or simple tarla- 
tan, and thoy aro fastened to tho 
wroath much liko a bridal veil. Tho 
Episcopalians wear whito hats with 
flowers or plain wroaths without veils. 
Tho gowns aro always whito. This sea- 
son tho orepon crazo has roachod ovon 
horo, and wo find dainty and domuro 
littlo frocks of whito cropon and also of 
whito nun's voiling. Fayottasilk makos 
n beautiful dross which can bo utilized 
lator for other purposes. Ono gown was 
of whito sorgo, fine and close. This 
roachod to tho ground all around and 
had two rows of whito laco insertion 
around tho skirt. Tho waist was full 
and mode with a yoko outlinod with 
laco insortion and a pinking of whito 
taffota. Thero was a wido sash of whito 
taffota glaco, and a little whito silk 
chatolaine hung by narrow ribbons. Tho 
slecvos had drooping puffs and insortion 
sowod nround tho foroarms of tho 
sloevos. Whito glovos aro worn. 

Another vory tastoful communion 
frock had tho full waist and slooves of 
whito silk tissuo ovor taffeta. There 
was a doublo gauffering at tho yoko. 
Tho yoko had cross bars of whito ribbon 
laid ovor whito book muslin. The 
sleeves wero puffed up and fell in dou- 
blo jabot folds and there was a frill of 
tho silk muslin plainly hemmed below 
tho ribbon belt. This fastened under a 
doublo shirring of the waist material 
Tho skirt was made of white nun's veil- 
ing with a deep hemstitched hum at 
tho bottom, and no other trimnijmg. The 
skirt was straight and gathered all 
around. At the throat there was a stock 
with a largo butterfly bow in tho front. 
With this there is a wroath of valley 
lilies and a tullo veil, but it is not ob- 
ligatory.

At 
tho top and extending downward woro 
points of painted (lowers in dolicato 
tints. Tho black parasols, which aro 
mado of silk crape, are very showy. Tho 
odgos aro always smooth and guiltless 
of ruffles or fringe. Ono or two of thoso 
had a few painted blossoms put on 
with a sparing hand. Dresses aro also 
hand painted now.

ity of tho orient thoy soom to belong 
with ovorything olso and nover to be 
obtrusive or inharmonious. 

Tho simple littlo matchsafo shown is 
extremely easy to make and very useful 
at tho same time, as it can eithor bo put 
to its legitimate use or made to contain 
hairpins, as you may prefer. 

At any of the shops devoted to orien- 
tal goods purchase a fan of tho sort il- 
lustrated, a tiny dressed doll and a round 
wicker basket. With theso and a littlo 
pationco you can do till tho work. First 
out a strip of cardboasd big enough to 
sustain tho doll and about half an inch 
wider than you wish it to appear. Then 
cut a slit in your fan near tho lower 
odgo, pass tho cardboard through it for 
tho extra half inch, bend it down and 
pasto it firmly into place. 

When so much is done and tho stand 
is quito firm, place the doll upon it and 
sow it fast to tho fan by stitches taken 
though tho back. Arrange tho basket 
against the fan at just such a point as 
will allow the doll's hand to rest upon 
its edgo and catoh it in by means of 
stitches takon through the fan. 

Lastly, attach a ribbon to tho upper 
edge by which to hang tho fan upon tho 
wall and fill tho basket with matches or 
With hairpins, as you chooso.

The Trade Badly Affected by tho Increased 
Wear of Shoes. 

Tho diminished usoof boots is a mat- 
tor of concern to tho manufacturers of 
thom and to the producers of hoavy 
leathor and hoavy calfskins. Twonty 
yoars ago tho calf boot industry was a 
loading ouo in New England. 

Wholo towns woro studded with fac- 
tories which produced calf boots oxolu- 
sivoly. For a decado tho salo has boon 
gradually falling off, and today it is of 
hardly any importance. 

A fow manufacturers of shoos inoludo 
boots as a specialty, but tho demand is 
too light to amount to much. When 
calf boots wero moro in vogue, manu- 
facturers consulted tho partialitios of 
tho cowboys, to ^nm prico was a soo- 
ondary consideration. 

Tho legs wero frequently corded with 
silk stitching. Tho star and croscont 
and other fanciful ornamentations woro 
inlaid on tho legs of tho boots. The 
soles wero inlaid with copper, zinc and 
brass nails. The cowboys no longor pay 
$15 or $20 for a pair of boots. Thoy 
want substance instead of show. But 
thoy woro not tho only woarers of calf 
boots. Thoy woro oxtonsivoly worn. 
Many men prefer thom today, though 
tho number is growing loss. Tho old 
fashioned stoga boots wero formorly 
sold in largo quantities. Thoy aro well 
nigh obsolete. There followed a demand 
for a lighter and moro stylish articlo. 
A kip boot of lightor toxturo was pro- 
duced about equal in appoaranco to tho 
best calf boot, but this, too, has fallou 
somewhat into disuse. Whoro thoro 
wero 20 factorios producing boots" ex- 
olusivoly, thero is now but ono. Even 
tho farmors aro using hoavy shoos in- 
stead of boots, and if it becomes a ne- 
cessity to wear long logged boots thoy 
buy rubbers. 

Twonty years ago tho ontiro product 
of Salom and Poabody was heavy boots 
and brogan leather. Today thoro aro 
less than half a dozen tanners making 
it. Brogau.s and plowshares aro indis- 
pensable in many sections of country, 
but thero aro comparatively fow exclu- 
sive manufacturers of theso now. 

Tho Crecdmoro, Dom Pedro, English 
ties and creolo congress aro supplanting 
thom. The declino in tho consumption 
of calf boots affects tho tanners of calf- 
skins. It is a question what is to bo 
dono with hoavy skins. Tho tanners 
must necessarily buy moro or loss of 
thom. They cannot solect light and me- 
dium weights exalusively, and if thoy 
tan thom they fool no certainty of bo- 
ing ablo to dispose of them in tho fin- 
ished Btato. Thoro is novortholess a uso 
in this world for whatever is good for 
anything, and thero will bo somo way 
of disposing of hoavy calfskins, though 
for tho moment it appoars difficult to 
point out tho direction into which thoy 
will bo moved.— Shoo and Loathar Ro- 
portor. 

Fight Between Hall and Alligator. 
I hoard an interesting story of a fight 
botwoon an alligator and a big bull on 
tho shores of Lake Okeeohoboe. Alliga- 
tors aro quito numerous in that lake, and 
it is littlo visited by whito men, though 
Sominolo Indians lish and hunt thoro. 
Hords of cattle roam about through that 
section, of tho stato, and tho bull in 
question bolonged to ono of thoso hords. 
It was drinking at a small inlet on this 
lake when its nose was caught by an al- 
ligator. Tho bull managed to froo itself 
by pulling the 'gator partly out of tho 
wator. It then lowered its horns and 
caught tho 'gator, throwing it on tho 
bank. When tho bull mado another at- 
tack, tho alligator struck tho bull with 
its tail and severely hurt it. Tho bull 
managed to tear a holo in tho abdomen 
or soft spot of tho 'gator, but on anoth- 
er charge the 'gator broko ono of tho 
legs of tho bull by a blow from its tail. 
This disabled the bull, and tho 'gator 
managed to break another log in tho 
carao way, but tho saurian soon blod to 
doath, and tho bull, whon found with 
its two broken logs, had to be shot. — 
Florida Letter.

TAME BLACKFISH. 



They Como Up Readily to Tako Live Min- 
nows I'>om the Attendant's Hand. 
Tho blackiish in natnro is shy, but in 
captivity, with kindness, it is easily 
tauiotl. In ono of tho pools of tho city'H 
aquarium at Castle Garden there aro a 
number erf blaokflsh, including somo 15 
inches long and •weigliiufj two pounds, 
that will take food, live kiilies, or min- 
nows, from tho hand. Thukillio is hold 
just under tho top of tho wator and tho 
blackflsh comes up and takes it, koiiio 
moving a little warily as though inves- 
tigating first so as to make suro that it 
was all right, and others coming up 
•with confidence, taking tho fish from tho 
lingers and swallowing it with a smack. 

Sometimes a minnow escapes from 
tho lingers or from tho fish that is try- 
ing to tako it and darts away for safety, 
with two or tbreo blackiish, sometimes 
more, after it. Tho littlo minnow sticks 
closo to tho edgo of tho pool and to tho 
aurfaco of tho wator. It is thus protect- 
ed on ono side by tho wall of tho pool, 
and at tho surface it can swim faster 
than its pursuers, and boiug so muoh 
Hmallor it can turn much quicker than 
tho blackiish. It may go half tho length 
of tho pool, hogging tho wall, and then 
dart across tho pool at right anglos, 
with tho big blackiish still aftor it. So 
long as tho minnow keeps to tho top it 
is safo, but if it goes to tho bottom tho 
chances aro greatly against it. In doop- 
or wator tho biggor fish can do better 
than tho smaller fiah. 

Woakfish somotimcs bocomo very 
tame in captivity. Ono has been known 
to lift its head four inches out of water 
to soizo a livo killio hold in the hand. 
— .New York Snu.
